The Attitude of Canada. 

It is with scarcely less surprise than 
regret that we observo the tune of 
heartless bantor and senseless bragga- 
docio adopted towards this Province 
by at least somo journals from which 
better things were expected, since it 
became manifest that British Columbia 
understands Lor rights and means to 
stand up manfully in defense of them. 
Two instances aro selected for present 
purposes. In another column will be 
found an article from the Halifax 
Ciiuoniom: which speaks for itself. 
False in its facts, insulting in its tone 
and impertinent in inuendo, tho arti- 
clo emanates with singular unfitness 
from a Piovinco which agitated seces- 
sion and fulminated treason because it 
did not got more than it bargained for 
or than Canada promised. But we 
are morn concerned nbout a leading 
article which appeared in a recent edi- 
tion of the Ottuwa Times, a journal 
holding a prominent position amongst 
the recognized organs of tho party now 
in power. "We shall present a few 
brief extracts from the article, and 
animadvert upon them seriatim. 

"Certainly Mr. Mackenzie and his 
party are free from all liability for the 
consequences of the bargain made 
with British Columbia. They protest- 
ed in and out of Parliament against 
the engagements made by tho Domin- 
ion with that Province in the Act of 
Union." 

This is, indeed, strange doctrine. It 
is perfectly true that Mr. Mackenzie 
and his followers did oppose tho terms 
given to British Columbia; and we are 
charitable enough to give them, or 
some of them, credit for doing so con- 
scientiously. But having done that, 
and the bargain having been negotiat- 
ed by tho government, consummated 
by the Parliament of Canada and rati- 
fied by the Queen, it occurs to us 
that it became binding upon the na- 
tion and, therefore, that no subsequent 
administration could claim immunity 
from legitimate liabilities arising there- 
out. If every new government is to 
be "free from all liabilities" arising 
out of tho acts and engagements of its 
predecessor, a lovely condition of af- 
fairs must ensue ! Again : — 

"The British Columbia embroglio, 
in so far as it arises from any connec- 
tion with tho terms of union and the 
failure to comply with them, is a mat- 
ter which the gulled politicians of the 
Pacitic Province and the politicians 
who have lately been driven to the 
back ground in the Dominion may ar- 
range between themselves. * * * 
That they deservo no consideration, 
excepting, of course, such as shall 
conduco to the convenience and the 
advantage of the Dominion generally, 
is perfectly clear. Tho public men 
who are now in power at, Ottawa will 
bo found to make no engagements that 
will leave them open to tho charge of 
deception that in commerce would bo 
dealt with as a crime." 

The language employed is certainly 
plain enough; but wo trust it is such 
as Mr. Mackenzie will not endorse. 
We feel confident that it will not 
bo ondorsed by Canada. Nothing 
could well bo better calculated to 
alienato the Pacitic Province from the 
rest of tho Dominion — create an im- 
passable gulf between them, and it is 
with extreme regret we find Ministerial 
journals assuming such an unfriendly 
and inflammatory attitude towards Bri- 
tish Columbia. The Pacific Province 
may be weak in point of population, 
but she feels strong in tho Right; and 
if Canada should, unhappily, deny 
her justice, she knows right well where 
toseekit. Letheronly be united and 
firm and the issue cannot be doubtful. 
It is for Mr. Mackenzie to submit any 
proposals he may have to make; and 
we have no doubt they will bo consi- 
dered in a reasonable and fair spirit 
here. But any indulgence on the part 
of Canada in such heartless bragga- 
docio aa we have been pained to see in 
lato exchanges, any manifestation of a 
lax morality in dealing with the plight- 
ed faith of the Dominion can only tend 
to iucreaso difficulties! which it should 
bo tho aim and object of every patriot 
to remove — embitter asperities which 
it is tho duty of every true Canadian to 
seek to softon down.

His Full Confession. 

"Joo," who was hanged the othor 
day ftt Port Townseud, made a full 
confession to Sheriffs Van Bokkelin and 
ISoyco undour special reporter. Ho 
said that ho and Kiel, a Victoria In- 
dian, shot Fuller in November, 1872, 
and smashed his head in with stones 
after docoyin^' nmi from his house, 
under pretence of finding a dead 
sheep. They afterwards rubbed the 
body. They killed him because he 
had broken up Kiel's quail traps. 

THE MURDER OF DWYER AMD HIS WIFE. 

"Joo" gave the following circum- 
stantial account of this frightful atro- 
city: 

Joe. — When I agreed to kill Dvvyor, 
I was induce I to do so by ' 'Indian 
Charley" who is a relation of 'Mary 
Carney.' Our talk about doing it was 
at Carney's house, myself, Charley, 
Charley, Mary Carney and Joe 
Moss were present, when j asked 
Harvey Hanna, if he would lend mo 
his gun the next day to go a hunting 
with; Harvey Hanna, said, yes, you 
can have it. * * * At noon next 
day, I went to Hanna's house and got 
this gun; and met "Charley" according 
to agreement. Wo started for Dwyor's 
houso. On coining to Dwyor's held, 
we saw him plowing. 'Charley' said, 
voj go down in the field, and shoot 
ihvyer. I will go round and got be- 
hind the root-house, so I can watch 
the house, and if anyone comes out I 
will shoot him. 'Charley' took Har- 
vey's gun from me; it was a double 
barrel gun and gave me his, a sin 
barrel gun : it was loaded with Hud- 
son Bay ball; Harvey's gun was load- 
ed with small shot, both barrel;;. 
Charley gave me an extra ball, so 1 
could load again after shooting Dwyer. 
He said, I want the double banelgun, 
so that if there is anyone in the house 
with the woman I can shoot them. 
We soparatod then. I went up to Dwyer 
and commenced talking to him, follow- 
in"' him around the field threo times. 
I saw Charley go behind the root-house. 
I waited till Dwyer gotjnenr the house; 
when I shot him and he fell. I com- 
menced to reload my gun when -/die 
woman came totho door of the house, 
having heard the shot. I went towards 
the house; she went into the House 
. and shut the door and locked it. When 
I got to the house 'Charley' came from 
behind the root houso lo the front 
window. When I got within 19 yards 
of the house Charley fired through 
the window at the woman, and 
hit her. She ran into the after 
room. "Charley"ran around tho house 
to meet her if she came out of that 
door. The woman then came into tho 
front room again. Charley came around 
to mo again, changed guns with me, 
taking the one with the bullet in. See- 
ing the woman in the front room he 
' went to the same window that he shot 
through first, and shot again and hit 
the woman; tho woman cried out, Oh, 
my baby. I looked through the win- 
dow; she had a gun in her hand; she 
fell on the floor; I saw her fall; as she 
fell tho gun went off 'Charley' then 
took Harvey's gun, and broke in the 
window with it, as he was afraid that 
ho might break his own gun if ho 
ined it that way. Both of us then 
wont to tho back door, and we broke 
it in. Tho woman was lying on the 
floor, with tho gun alongside of her, 
'Charley' kicked her in the face three 
times. I picked up the gun and set it 
against tho wall. "Charley" told mo 
to go outsido tho "house with Harvey's 
gun, and watch if anyone came along, 
and call out, and we could run for tho 
bush. I went to tho root-house and 
loaded the gun with small shot, after 
which I laid tho shot bag down and 
forgot to pick it up again. Charley 
was about half-an-hour in tho house 
searching it, when he came out with 
two watches and seven dollars in his 
hand and said ho had seven dollars 
more in his pocket. Ho gave mo the 
two watches and seven dollars; his 
pockets were swelled out as if they 
were full of something. I don't know 
what ho had. He loaded hisjgun with 
ball and said tomorrow at 7 o'clock 
we will go to Victoria, then you can 
tiell the watches for |50, apiece; when 
you sdl them you must give 
jno half. I put the watches in my 
pocket, and wo went round the fenco 
through the woods, towards the house. 
Charley left ms at "Tamahroe's'' plaoe. 
Next morning 'Charley' and threo Vic- 
toria Indians, camo in two canoes; .i«.got 
in and wont to Victoria. I think no ono 
knows anything about lulling Dwyer ex- 
cept myself and "Charley" and Charley 
told ma ho know Dwyer had money. 
"Indian Oharloy," fixed nil tho plans. 

Reporter.— -Joe, do you know you aro 
roing to dio tomorrow ? 

Joe. — 6, yes, I know all that now. I 
am glad of it. I would uoonor bo dead 
than livo in jail here. 

Reporter, — Do you believe in God, and 
heaven. ? 

Joe. — Yos, I believe in God and|hoavou. 
I am glad of going soon. I nxpoot to »oe 
PuU»r,»nd Dwyer and nil ikoro,

Reporter,— Hwo 
school ? 

Joo — Yes, my fallior and mothor sent 
mo to school; but I did not euro much. 
I wish you would boo ray father and 
mother' and half-sister, and tell thorn I 
nra gono now; good byo. They live in 
Victoria. 

Reporter— Aro you not sorry for killing 
Fuller and Dwyer 2 

.Too — Yes, lam sorry; but I nm glad 
I am "gono" now. If I lived I might 
kill some more; but tho Indians made me 
do it all. 

Sheriff Boyce— Don't you think it too 
bad thnt you" should bo" hung anil the 
others go clear? 

Joe — Yes, I think so; but when my 
peoplo know I am dead I think they will 
catch tho Indians and shoot them. 

Sheriff Boyce — Will you bo afraid to- 
morrow, .Too V I must hang you. 

.Too.— Oh, no; I hope you won't bo 
afraid; I want to dio quick. I ask you 
for a favor now. I hope you won't put 
irons on mo going' down to tho place; I 
will go with you, and do anything yon 
ask mo; I hope you won't put tho irons 
on mo ? I am not afraid to dio. I don't 
want to bo tied. 

Sheriff Boyeo — All right, Joo, bo a good 
boy and I will treat you as weil as I can. 

Reporter — Have any more to say, Joe? 

Joo — Well, I have no more now. When 
you go to Victoria, if you seo my people, 
tell them Joe says good bye; I nmgladyon 
uro going over. 1 w.is afraid I would have 
no chance to tell my father and mother I 
am gone. 

J. ii. Boyce, jr — Joo, did you moke a 
confession before like this ono? 

Joo — I mode a confession in Victoria 

to ; bathe first scared mo into it; 

then promised to do everything for mo; 
I wish I could see him hanging with me; 
I would be very glad then '! 

Tho scene bore closed. Tho officers 
bid Joe good-bye, and lie in return thank-

Buck's Bah, Jan. 10th, 1874. 
Mr Dear Fuie.nd: — According td 
promise I will endeavor to givo you 
soino idea of this country. 

I arrived at this place on Sept. 20th ; 
wo remained Rome twenty days here 
building winter quarters; wbilo here 
the miners came down from tho dig- 
gings and greatly discouraged us, as 
to the impossibility of our going into 
the diggings this fall; but wo made up 
our minds to go and see for ourselves, 
mid no wo did. Arriving on Dcase's 
Creek, Nov. 14th, wo staked off claims, 
making the round trip in ten days. 
Tho weather was fearfully cold; we bad 
to make time for fear of being snowed 
in. I will leavo here for tho mines in 
about live days, sleighing provisions 
over the ice. It is impossible for us 
to biro Indian labour as thoy want li> 
or 20 dollars per day. Wo have bad a 
splendid winter — -never being colder 
than il0° below zero; all the provisions 
are in the hands of Mr. Hart, late of 
Tongas. Ho has hired all the Indians 
to sleigh his goods into the mines. 
Flour is selling hero at present at 2-ic; 
bacon at 50c ; sugar at tiOo; beans at 
30c, and all other things in proportion. 
I think Hour will bo worth 75c. at the 
mines. I cannot give you any infor- 
mation as to tho richness of the mines, 
as far as I prospected, and from the 
looks of the country, I think it will be 
a very rich gold field, at least we have 
very great expectations. 

There are about fifty men wintering 
hero and there has not been a single 
case of sickness in the camp— all rough 
and hardy. When I get settled down 
on tho creek I will givo you morepar- 
N vticulars about the country generally, 
would have written to you earlier, 
ad thero been any chance of doing 
so. We have made a subscription for an 
I idian to carry these dispatches to 
Uort Wiangel.

Senator Sumner. — Ono of the most 
polished, amiable, consistent and honest 
of American Btatesmon has boon levelled 
by tho shaft of death. Mr. Sumner was 
a Republican of the most advanced type. 
From his early youth he was noted as an 
uncompromising opponent of slavery and 
a friend of tho opprossed. To him, more 
than to any othor man, was duo the pre 
parntion of tho American mind for eman- 
cipation at tha time it took place. On 
ono occasion. Brooks, a member of tho 
House of Representatives from South 
Carolina, assaulted Sumner in the Senate 
Chamber with a loaded cane and inflicted 
injuries from tho effects of which his 
victim never fully recovered. Mr. Sumner 
was greatly beloved by the American 
pooplo, by whom hid death is justly look- 
ed upon as a public calamity. 

Our M.uun-e Wonder.— R. E. C. 
Stearns, of the California Academy of 
Sciences, gives a description of a newly 
discovered zoophyte, found in Burrard's 
Inlet, British 'Columbia, known as Pit- 
vonartu Blanket. A form much resem- 
bling tho specimen described by Mr. 
Stearns is found at Oban, on the Coast 
<>f Scotland, and the genus was no named 
( Pavonana) from the fancied resemblance 
to n peacock's feather. It is about six in- 
ches in length, tho central stalk being 
about as thick as a common lead pencil, 
with tho feathers on ono side entirely 
'^tripped off, and the feathers on the other 
wide removed for about one- 
fourth of tho length of the quill, from its 
lowost part. Suppose tho whole to bo 
dovered with a thick coat of transparent 
pink wax, end tho surfuoe of each side 
(jf the remaining feathered portion, divi- 
ded into two hundrod and fifty slightly 
elevated rows of ridges, whioh run obli- 
iuoly and upward from the stalk or axis 
bf the quill towards tho outward edge 
f)f tho feathered part; this reckon- 
ing the two sidos, makes llvo hundred 
rows, and each row is compoied of from 
ton to fourteen small flowers with petals 
resembling fern leaves; thus wo havo a 
total of about five thousand tiny flowers 
on a single stalk or plant, or feather. Now, 
oaeh one of these small flowers is an ani- 
mal, fixed stationary in its plaeo in tho 
row, and tlio whole combined form a com- 
pound animal with ducts and circulatory 
arrangements running through its entiro 
length, The food secured by either ono 
of tho fivo thousand tiny flowers or poly- 
pes helps to nourish tho whole. Tho 
stalk or axis is tho only hard portion, and 
resembles bono in text uro. It sue tains 
tho entire colony and structure in nn 
eroct or propondicular position at the 
bottom of tho sea, tho lower part being 
planted in tho mud or sand. Tliis won- 
derful curiosity, as beautiful ns it is won- 
derful, bolongs to tho zoophytes, and is 
related to the sea-anemones and coral 
animals. Each ono of tho fivo thousand 
Jlowera in n miuature soa-anemono.— S.

The Province of British Columbia is 
very prettily situated on the Paeilic, 
lias line harbors, a long- coast lino, lisb 
in great variety, groat mineral re- 
sources, and a population of about 
eight thousand whites. When the 
Dominion admitted this colony into its 
sheepfold, the British Columbians im- 
ngiued, doubtless, that they bad con- 
ferred a vast favor upon their brother 
colonists, and thnt they wero making 
huge sacrifices in condescending to 
tho connection. They insisted upon 
having in the Commons six: represen- 
tatives for their eight thousand and 
odd whites, while a County like Hali- 
fax, with nearly seven times the popu- 
lation, had been forced to bo content 
with two. For tho benefit of this col- 
ony, not at all modest in its demands, 
Canada was forced to guarantee tho 
construction of a railroad nearly three 
thousand miles long, through a difli- 
culL territory. A first class graving 
dock was also promised those far 
Western follow-subjocts by their gen- 
erous Eastern brethren — at least the 
interest upon cue hundred thousand 
pounds to be used in tho construction 
of such a work was guaranteed. Pen- 
sions wore accorded to the worn-out, 
or lo ;isl ited-out officials of tho un- 
blushing bride of Canada. Her ta- 
riffand excise were allowed to bo pro- 
served. In fact, no concession, how- 
ever monstrous, howover unreasonable, 
was refused by th, Macdonald Minis- 
try. 

Of course, among the too 'numerous 
promises made some must havo been 
wild, but Sir John never gave an ach- 
ing heart lor want of a fair word. Ho 
solemnly assured the British Colum- 
bians, through Acts of the Dominion 
and Imperial Parliaments, that tho 
great railway, which was to develope 
a wilderness and make it laugh with 
impossible crops, would be commenced 
within two, and completed within ten 
years. He knew full well that his far- 
cical Acts of Parliament could not bo 
carried out either in letter or spirit. 
Tlie resources of the Dominion were 
plainly inadequate to the task, and the 
intentions of Ministers were to tickle 
tbo cars of the groundlings. Tho two 
years passed away and not a pick or 
shovel stirred the earth at Lake Ni piss- 
ing, and no busy Chinamen swarmed 
on the works at the West. Faith was 
broken with British Columbia, and 
then if it so suited the views of her peo- 
ple, secession would havo been justifi- 
able if not laudable. Sir John made 
no apologies for forfeited pledges. His 
shibboleth was to kepp in uflico. not to 
fullil the law. We givo him credit for 
knowing that be neither could com- 
mence the Railway at tho time agreed 
upon nor yet iinish it as he had agreed. 
Our scattered few millions of people, 
scanty in resources, would have been 
bankrupts within ten years if they load- 
ed themselves down with a work so 
great and so soon to be completed. 
Still, had they been willing- to butt 
their heads against this storio wall 
they would not havo been permitted 
to do so. The British capitalists, in- 
terviewed by Sir Hugh Allan, turned 
a deaf ear to his supplications, and the 
stock taken up in Uns speculation was 
composed chiefly of dishonest subscrip- 
tions by Canadians who made mer- 
chandise of their politicul influence. 

Tho Mackenzie Government has ta- 
ken the only honest way out of the di 
faculty bequeathed them by their pre- 
decessors. They have frankly declar- 
ed that it is utterly impossible to keep 
strictly to the terms accorded British 
Columbia. They shov? already that 
tho present Opposition, with the whole 
purse and patronage of Canada at their 
disposal, allowed tho two years men- 
tioned in the Act to pass by, and they 
claim that they cannot recall the time 
elapsed since May, 187:5. They de- 
clare also thai because of lack of mo- 
ney, because of imperfect, incomplete 
surveys, they cannot within eight years 
bridge tho continent. The law is ab- 
surd to strive to fulfil the letter. Its 
spirit, however, tho Government will 
observe. Unable to give to British 
Columbia at once' tho railway for 
which it bargained, they will, how- 
ever, facilitate its communication with 
the Hast in the best way at their com- 
mand. They will build the lino from 
Fort Garry; they will utilize tho water 
ways of Canada, and while our West 
Coast colony is enjoying the - advan- 
tages thus afforded, they will, with all 
prudent speed push on tothe' , Paeifie." 
If the British Columbians ask for more 
they will be like the' child who cried 
for the moon, and will be as little like- 
ly to he gratified. All that can be 
clone for tho now irate colonists on tho 
Paeilic will be done. More thoy can- 
not expect. 

The present tumults in British Col- 
umbia will hubsido of themselves. 
Either the ministry will appeal to the 
peoplo or the peoplo will admit their 
own unwisdom by refraining from fur- 
ther agitation. But whatever may 
bo the upshot, wo protest against any 
violence being used ngainst that 
colony. If it cannot now unite freely 
with Canada, then in God's namo lot 
it go at once, and, in isolation, work 
out its destinies. The rash lawmaking, 
of the late Ministry, and not, save in a 
small measure, the rashness of tho 
British Columbians, is tho cause of tho 
present turmoil. 

No blame can bo attached, in this 
affair, to the Mackenzie Government. 
The quarrel is a legacy which thoy 
will, wo trust.be able to dispose of 
satisfactorily. If 'the British Colum- 
bian's forget the too favorable Torms 
of Union accorded them, the rest of 
the Dominion will not perish because 
of their secession.

That distant dependency of tho British 
crown gave in its adhesion last year 
to tho act of Confederation of tho Ca- 
nadian provinces on the distinct un« 
derstiindih'g' that it was to be connect- 
ed with tho rest of tho Dominion by a 
transcontinental railroad. The policy 
of tho new Canadian Cabinet on this 
scheme is somewhat doubtful, bat is 
supposed to aim at tho establishment 
of a mixed system of land and water 
transport, essentially different from 
tho great project over whose initiation 
Sir_ John A, Macdonald's Ministry 
Buffered shipwreck, Tho people of 
British Columbia appear to bo prepar- 
ed to consider any such "whittling 
away" of the great Canadian Pacific 
Railroad as a breach of the contract on 
which they entered the Confederation; 
and ponding* some specific assurances 
on tho subject from Mr. Mackenzie 
and his colleagues, they havo demand- 
ed that the Colonial Legislature should 
cease to tako further steps to fulfil the 
Columbian items of tho common ag- 
reement. A procession of citizens one 
thousand strong is a pretty large 
gathering for the chief town of Vancou- 
ver's Island; and when a petition was 
presented, backed by such a force, tho 
Legislature apparently concluded that 
they incaut mischief. To-day's tele- 
grams do not, however, bear out the 
news sent to Canadian papers (hat the 
session of tho Legislature was forcibly 
broken up. As the result of tho de- 
monstration the Chief of tho Ministry 
has resigned, and the application was 
made to The ollicer commanding in 
those waters to have a gun-boat sta- 
tioned aL the Government buildings. 
The latter request was very sensibly 
refused, but the tone of Canadian sen- 
timent on the subject may be inferred 
from tho somewhat brutal suggestion 
of a Montreal paper, that probably tho 
three British regiments said to be or- 
dered to Canada aro intended for Bri- 
tish Columbia."

LAST NIGHrSJISPATCHES. 

Eastern States- 

"Washixcjtox, March 11— During the 
last two hours of Sumner's illness, liis 
intellect seemed much clearer and he 
was perfectly coneious to the last. His 
sufferings toward the last seemed in- 
tense, and he several times exclaimed, 
"I want quiet;" "lam tired." He re- 
cognized friends who came into the 
room. One of the last to whom he 
spoke was ex-Attorney General Hoar, 
of Massachusetts, to whom he said, 
"Take care of the civil rights bill." 
About a quarter before 3 o'clock ho 
was attacked by a slight spasm in 
which ho died. The only relative that 
Senator Sumner has is a sister, who is 
the wife of a "physician in San Francis- 
co. When the death of tho Senator 
was announced to tho orowd that lilled 
tho sidewalk in front of tho house, the 
grief of many, especially tf thocoloicd 
people, (hundreds of whom were gath- 
ered there) fo'und vent in heartfelt ex- 
clamations. Sumner's age was (13 
years, 2 months and 5 days. Tho fu- 
neral ceremonies will tako place in the 
Senate Chamber, but of course ar- 
rangements arc not completed.

gratifying lo know that the Society's help has been 
found arcsptable where the recipients would hove 
slu uuk from making known their distress known. 

Tho good objarts of the Society are bo hroad and 
eimprehenslie In their character that, they should 
oommnnd Ihc sympathy and support of the well dis- 
posed throughout tho Province, and It is thrrnlore 
hoped that the reroipts of tho present year may 1* 
augmented so that the nssfulnens of the Society inay 
not In any event lw Jeopardized.
